Viet Cong Moves 
Behind Rescuers; 
Cut Highway

South

(A I*) — U.S. military sources in 
Pleiku reported a large Viet­ 
namese relief force reached the 
besieged special forces camp at 
Due Co tonight with little resist­ 
ance trom thc Viet Cong. 
A two mile convoy of infantry 
and armored detachments had 
been fighting its way westward 
for three days through guerrilla 
ambushes and roadblocks in an 
effort to break the siege lines 
that have ringed Due Co since 
June 3 
How many of these troops 
may have been involved in tht 
final push was not disclosed. 
But at the last previous report 
all were within six miles of their 
goal, 
a 
western outpost 220 
I miles northeast of Saigon on a 
j strategic 
cross-country 
high­ 
way. 
The highway, Route 19, runs 
through the central highlands 
Nhon on the South China Sea. to 
the Cambodian frontier at a 
point five miles west ot Due Co. 
A dispatch from Associated 
Press correspondent Peter Ar­ 
nett in Pleiku said that, despit« 
tiie troops' closing push, th• 
seige persisted. 
The Viet Cong were reported 
to have moved in behind the 
relief force and again cut Rout* 
19, the only land route to gov­ 
ernment-held territory, in sev­ 
eral places. 
Both government forces and 
the Viet Cong have suffered 
heavy casualties in the fighting 
in and around Due Co, whosa

When this important junction if made, 
• a milestone in highway construction his* 
* tory will have been made, insofar as the 
; Salem district is concerned. 
It may 
be 
* five to seven years away, but when 
the 
• R t. 62 relocation is made north of here 
I and the new Rt. 11 highway is opened 
* between E ast Liverpool and Ashtabula, 
; Salem is bound to benefit from the prox- 
• irruty of these two important modern 


roads. 
All highway construction takes time and 
money, but Director P 
E. Masheter is 
moving ahead on schedule with the lakes- 
to-rivcr road, with bids to be opened 
Dec 
21 on the fifth highway segment. 
And with the Route 62 and connecting 
Rt. 14 alignment recently approved, local 
officials are hopeful that right-oi ways 
can be obtained and actual spade work 
begun within a reasonable time. 
The 
people of Salem have always felt short* 
changed on highway improvements and 
completion of these im portant roads can 
change our thinking entirely. 


Fresh Oil On the Fire 


Singapore’* secession from the Malay* 
Mar federation has poured fresh oil on 
the fires of crisis in Southeast Asia. 
Prem ier Lee Kuan Yew's decision to 
sever his island state from the fledgling 
f<deration 
and 
re-establish 
trade 
with 
irdonesia places Singapore in a position 
of extiem e vulnerability 
to 
Communist 
dt mination. 


Keeping Singapore out of Communist 
hands was a prime goal information of 
tne federation in September 1863. Singa­ 


pore's withdrawal opens still another door 
to the spread of communism which the 
U.S. is so deeply involved in trying to 
check in nearby South Viet Nam. 


COMMUNISM already has complicated 
the long-standing racial antagonism be­ 
tween ihe Malays and the Chinese. 
A 
lerge portion of the more than one mil­ 
lion Chinese in Singajiore have ties with 
Peking, a factor which proved to be a 
m ajor obstacle 
in 
winning 
the 
island 
state’s consent to join the federation at 
the outset. 


Furtherm ore, Communists dominate the 
m ajor trade unions in both Indonesia and 
Singapore and Red agents have managed 
to win control of the Singapore school 
cvstem. 
While secession apparently came with 
mutual agreem ent between Singapore and 


the 
rest 
of 
the 
federation, M alaysian 
Prim e Minister Abdul Rahman is under­ 
standably upset by Lee’s decision to re­ 
new a flirtation with Indonesia 
For the immediate goal of Indonesia's 
Sukarno is to crusVi the Malaysia federa­ 
tion which he hns opposed from the start. 
That is just one step in his over-all plan 
in which he envisions all Southeast Asia 
d mmatcd by two pillars 
of power — 
Indonesia and Communist China. 
Knowing this, it is difficult to explain 
Lee’s motives in making new overtures 
to Sukarno. 
Whl’e Lee h a s been known to follow left­ 
ist policies it. the nast, his espousal of the

The United States of America 
apparently has a new "constitu­ 
tion," though it has never been 
submitted by Congress to the 
States of the 
Union for rat­ 
ification or re­ 
jet-,*on. 
The 
s t r u c t ure 
came into be- 
i n g neverthe­ 
less with the 
assumption by 
C o n g r ess of 
p o w e r s 
Darts Lmwtrme* enumerated in 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964 and 
now further enlarged by the 
Voting Rights Act 
signed 
on 
Aug. 6, 1965, by President John­ 
son. The new “ constitution” de­ 
clares, in effect, that, with or 
without the 
approval 
of 
the 
President, Congress may at any 
time make laws based on the 
following 
“ findings” 
or 
con­ 
clusions: 


1. Congress possesses the pow­ 
er to pass a law requiring a 
prescribed “racial balance" in 
public schools 
and 
directing 
that pupils shall be transported 
from one school to another ir­ 
respective of residence in a par. 
titu lar school district. 
2. Congress possesses the pow­ 
er to require that each school 
shall have a specified percent­ 
age 
of 
Negroes, 
Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews, based on 
census statistics in a given area. 
3. Congress 
possesses 
the 
power to order the removal of 
any school superintendent 
or 
m em bers of any school 
board 
who do not conform to the ord­ 
ers of the U. S Department of 
Justice 
in 
taking 
the 
steps 
deemed necessary by the fed­ 
eral government to eliminate 
wnat it considers a form of dis­ 
crimination. Federal school su­ 
perintendents or special 
"ex­ 
am iners" could be sent out to 
various districts to correct “ ra ­ 
cial im balance" in any school 


4. C O N G RESS POSSESSES 
the power to girder federal funds 
withheld iroba a state 
as a 


whole or from any county or 
statistics 
a r e 
interpreted by 
Congress as indicating a sus­ 
picion 
that 
discrimination by 
reason of race or color or re­ 
ligion may have occurred in the 
employment practces of a con­ 
tractor, subcontractor or sup­ 
plier of products or services 
having any connection with gov. 
em inent contracts which cover 
public works or any other fed­ 
eral project. 
5. Congress possesses the pow­ 
er to order the suspension of ail 
tests or other methods used in 
qualifying 
would - be voter 
whenever the statistics can be 
construed to mean that there 
appears to have been a “racial 
im balance" in the number of 
persons voting—as, for instance, 
when less than 50 per cent of 
residents 
of 
voting 
age reg­ 
istered or voted in 1964. Con­ 
gress has the power to alter at 
will the required proportions. 
6. Congress possesses the pow­ 
er to make a "finding" 
and 
then require every residential- 
building project — 
or single- 
family home—financed or 
in­ 
sured directly or indirectly by 
the federal government or its 
m ortgaging agencies ot be in­ 
habited by a certain racial or 
religious ratio in a given area. 


THE FACT that Congress in 
the 
1964 Civil Rights Act did 
specifically forbid the correction 
of any “ racial im balance” in 
the public schools 
does 
not 
mean that Congress has in any 
way surrendered the right to 
impose such rules whenever it 
feels they are desirable. R ather, 
this confirms that Congress feels 
it now possesses the power to 
correct at any time by federal 
law what it may decide is “ ra­ 
cial im balance" 
Much of tne new "constitu­ 
tion" will be enforced, as it al­ 
ready has been, by executive 
order and without any law of 
Congress. The President, for in­ 
stance, now is being asked by 
Negro leaders to correct an al­ 
leged “ racial im balance" at the 
U.S. N a v a l Academv at An­ 
napolis, the U.S. M ilitary Acad­ 


emy at West Point, the U.S. Air 
Force 
Academy 
at 
Colorado 
Springs, and the other service 
schools for training officers. 
Also, while threats to withhold 
federal funds are 
at 
present 
confined to areas within a state 
and to particular projects, the 
right to exercise such powers 
more broadly is considered to 
be inherent in the new "consti­ 
tution.” Indeed, Vice President 
Humphrey, 
in a 
speech 
last 
May, issued this warning to the 
nation's school boards: 
“ The choice is simply this: to 
continue receiving -federal 
aid 
and desegregate or to sacrifice 
ltderal 
aid 
and 
desegregate 
anyw ay.” 


THE THEORISTS who have 
evolved the new “ constitituion” 
have argued ever since the New 
Deal that the method of chang­ 
ing the original Constitution as 
prescribed in that document is 
“ too d i f f i c u l t " and “ time- 
consuming" and that, if an ob­ 
jective is meritorious, it doesn't 
m atter what means are used. 
This concept, in effect, 
as­ 
sumes that it is right to alter 
any signed contract without the 
consent of the other parties to 
the agreem ent. This is but an-

States 
Shape 
Up

The 50 states are at a critical 
point. Their already 
shrunken 
power mav slip entirely fr»>m 
their grasp if they go on try- 
irift to run their affairs on a 
kind of bargain-basement, part- 
time footing. 
For 30 years, defenders 
of 
state 
legislatures 
have 
been 
moaning about usurpations 
of 
power bv Congress and Ihe fed­ 
eral exeeu ive branch. But the 
defenders 
have 
not 
had 
the 
courage 
of 
their 
convictions. 
They have done little to fit the 
states to the changing times. 
TODAY THE combined 50 • 
state outlav for leg.slative ad­ 
ministration. including the im­ 
portant i'em of legislators’ sal­ 
aries, comes to $70,557.000 a 
vear — an average of just $1. 
411,400 per state. 
In contrast, expenditures for 
operations in Congress come ♦<> 
$ 166.000 ooo. or more than dou- 
b1*1 the annual state figure. 
To maintain the nearly 7.800 
state legislators from Maine to 
Hawaii costs an average of $9 
066 for each 
legislative 
seat. 
The nation lav« out $382.000 to 
keep each congressman In busi­ 
ness. 
California. New York and a 
handful of o’her states provide 
significant 
exceptions 
to 
this 
general portrait, but the rule 
governs most of the 50. 
UNTIL THIS SITUATION is 
sharnlv altered, along with oth­ 
er now depressing conditions in 
the state legislatures, it sounds 
terriblv hollow and even hypo­ 
critical to talk of “ urning pow­ 
er back to the states.” 
This 
would 
mean 
handing 
crucial authority over the thou- 
srrd s of men and women who 
are painfully ill-paid, who op­ 
erate out of cubbyhole offices 
or none at all, who make laws 
almost on the fly and spend 
most of their time earning a 
living 
as 
lawyers, 
insurance 
men, real estate brokers, chi­ 
ropodists and the like. 
Legislators thus limited mav 
be equipped to license barbers 
and beautv parlors, 
but 
thev 
are hardlv 
qualified 
to 
cone 
with the engulfing problems of 
the population explosion as it 
affects 
schools, 
employment, 
welfare, health, highways and 
a variety of scientific endeav­ 
ors. 
As one shrewd aide to a gov­ 
ernor has pointed out. the coun­ 
try's growth compels that these 
m atters 
be dealt 
with 
more 
than ever in the field rather 
than in Washing.on. The mount­ 
ing danger is that those states 
which persist in either ineffect- 
ua’itv or obstinate resistance to 
a changing order will be by­ 
passed. 
Action will 
flow in­ 
creasingly through 
direct fed­ 
eral - urban channels. 
ALREADY WELL publicitiz- 
ed is the fact that several lav­ 
ishly 
sponsored 
nonpartisan 
proups are undertaking s tidies 
aimed 
at 
modernizing 
state 
government in a'l its aspects. 
Admirably, the big foundations 
are chipping in heavily. 
None of these studies is po- 
ten'iallv more use'ut than that 
of the Citizens Conference on 
State Legislatures, whose 
for­ 
mation was formally announc­ 
ed in Detroit in mid-July. 
The whole bent of this group 
is 
toward 
laving 
groundwork 
for upgrading the legislatures, 
on the theory that thev are the 
real key to overall improvement 
in state government. Implied »s 
the no:ion that even a greatly 
modernized 
governor’s 
office 
cannot function 
well 
if ham­ 
strung bv a ricketv legislature. 
The 
Citizens 
Conference, 
which is setting up national of­ 
fices in Kansas City, Mo., un­ 
der former Gov. John Ander­ 
son of Kansas, wants to see le- 
gis’ators gain better pav. more 
professional staffing, fuller re­ 
starch opportunities, 
adequate 
office and other physical facil­ 
ities, sounder organization and 
procedure. 
IF AND WHEN 
these im- 
provemen's can 
be 
managed, 
the states mav become fit to 
handle more of the major m at­ 
ters which thev keep insisting 
are theirs bv right. And s ate 
legislators mav become men of 
stature whose 
names 
on 
the 
ballot will 
be 
recognized bv 
persons other than their party 
sponsors.
